Alberta water ‘priceless’ 

Province urged to make water consumption a human right

Alberta’s government 
needs to make a splash in 
mixing water 
consumption with human 
rights, urged a small 
group of sign-carrying pro¬ 
testers who marched to 
the front steps of the legis¬ 
lature yesterday. 

Twenty people marched 
through blowing snow 
yelling, “water is a right, 
not for oil” as they crossed 
the North Saskatchewan 
River through the High 
Level Bridge on the UN-des¬ 
ignated International 
World Water Day. 


“We cannot continue to 
use water the way we are 
using it now,” said Edmon- 
ton-Strathcona NDP MLA 
Rachel Notley, who partici¬ 
pated in the rally. 

“We have to do better in 
the way we are managing 
our water resources.” 

The activists unveiled a 
declaration urging the 
province to make water 
consumption a human 
right since they believe Al¬ 
berta’s water is “public, 
protected and priceless.” 

The group will also be¬ 
gin collecting signatures 
for a petition, which they 
plan to introduce to the 
government this month. 

“We have to make a 


turnaround with how we 
use our water,” said Angela 
Vardy of national activist 
group the Council of Cana¬ 
dians. “We need to put 
pressure on this govern¬ 
ment.” 

Notley says Alberta is at 
“ground zero” when it 
comes to water issues, es¬ 
pecially after oilsands gi¬ 
ant Suncor was slapped 
with 90 charges over 
dumping poorly treated 
sewage water into the 
Athabasca River last year. 

The company and three 
of its contractors are also 
accused of providing mis¬ 
leading and false informa¬ 
tion to the province for 
two years at Suncor’s work 


camp near Fort McMurray. 

Cases like this call for 
more government controls 
and systems in place to 
monitor industrial water 
consumption, said Notley, 
instead of making Alber¬ 
ta’s industrial sector moni¬ 
tor themselves. 

“We have asked the gov¬ 
ernment a lot about (mak¬ 
ing water consumption) a 
human rights issue for a 
long time, and we will 
keep pushing,” said Notley, 
adding Alberta is in danger 
of losing its precious re¬ 
source.

Crime expert 
backs united 
Western front 
against gangs

A local crime expert 
applauds a group of west¬ 
ern Canadian justice offi¬ 
cials who are ganging up 
on organized crime, in 
hopes of rewriting dusty 
pages of the criminal code. 

Public safety officials 
from British Columbia, Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba met Saturday, 
and agreed they’re handi¬ 
capped by archaic rules for 
wiretaps, time-served cred¬ 
it and bail decisions. 

“Our laws are so outdat¬ 
ed, organized criminals 
laugh at them,” Grant 
MacEwan criminologist 
Bill Pitt told Metro yester¬ 
day. “We’re going to wake 
up one day down the line, 
and everything we know is 
going to be corrupted by 
organized crime.” 

Removing two-for-one 
credit with respect to time 
served in remand tops the 
list of priorities. 

“It’s an absolute abomi¬ 
nation,” Pitt said. “People 
are riding out their time 
in there. Let’s have a little 
bit of truth in sentencing.” 

A major concern for offi¬ 
cials is that wiretap laws 
have not been updated 
since 1974, and that 
outdated regulation can 
hinder the process of 
approval by months. 

United front efforts 
were assembled to inspire 
federal fast-tracking, 
according to Alberta 
Justice Minister Alison 
Redford said. 

“Organized crime is 
highly techno-wise,” Pitt 
said. “We’re catching up, 
but we better catch up in a 
hurry.”

Video stores thrive 

Vendors of at-home pursuits make cash despite downturn 


Riding the 

Recession 


Uncertain economic times 
have had a negative 
impact on just about 
everyone — except those 
who benefit from you 
staying at home. 

Rogers Plus video stores 
haven’t missed a beat with 
a declining economy. 

“Despite the recession, 
business has been steady 
in comparison to the last 
year,” said Harold Simons, 
manager of communica¬ 
tions at Rogers Plus. 

“We really have not been 
impacted yet because 
movies and video games 
are a great way to enter¬ 


tain yourself at home.” 

That success even trans¬ 
lates to alternative video 
stores, such as Excitement 
video in Halifax. The adult 
film store has also seen an 
up-ticlc in sales and rentals 
since the economy slid late 
last year. 

“Sex just doesn’t go away 
in a recession,” said store 
manager Lindsay Allain. 
“You don’t necessarily 
need a car. You can do 
away with that. But you’re 
always going to need sex.” 

Those looking to brush 
up on culinary skills at 
home are helping prop up 
the bottom line of national 
grocery chains. 

“Things are fairly stable 
in our business,” said 
Michael Lupien of Sobeys. 
“We’re not laying people 


off. We are seeing an in¬ 
crease in sales in a lot of 
our prepared meals. People 
want value for their dollar, 
which means that they are 
cooking at home.” 

And what’s unfortunate 
to some is a boon for oth¬ 
ers, as pawn shops are also 
seeing more people come 
in to sell high-end goods 
for a quick cash injection. 

“We’ve seen about dou¬ 
ble the number of items 
come in due to the reces¬ 
sion,” said Mandy Motyer, 
a senior supervisor at Cash 
Canada Pawn Shop in Cal¬ 
gary.

Lovelle Mixon, 26, was 
pulled over during a traffic 
stop in the early after¬ 
noon. 

Mixon, who was wanted 


for violating parole on a 
charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon, opened 
fire on two officers, one of 
whom later died, and fled. 

Officers found the sus¬ 
pect later that afternoon 
in an apartment. 

When a Special 
Weapons and Tactics team 
forced their way in, he 
opened fire with an as¬ 
sault rifle, hitting three of¬ 


ficers, two of whom died 
from the wounds, accord¬ 
ing to a statement by po¬ 
lice in the San Francisco 
Bay area. 

Mixon was killed in the 
gun fight, and the officer 
wounded in the traffic 
stop is in critical condi¬ 
tion. 

“I wouldn’t wish this on 
any of my colleagues in 
the United States,” acting 


police Chief Howard Jor¬ 
dan told a news confer¬ 
ence Saturday. 

“This is very daunting 
for us, but we are very re¬ 
silient. We are a big family 
and we rely on each other 
for support.” 

Since Oakland’s police 
department was formed in 
1867, 50 of its officers have 
died in the line of duty.

Plane crash leaves 
17 dead in Montana 


rockies A single-engine 
plane, reported to be carry¬ 
ing children on a ski vaca¬ 
tion to the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, crashed on approach 
to an airport in western 
Montana yesterday, killing 
17 people, the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration said. 

A photograph taken by 
an eyewitness moments af¬ 
ter the crash and broadcast 
on CNN showed a fireball 
blazing through a grove of 
trees near a cemetery a 
short distance from the Bert 
Mooney Airport in Butte, 
Mont., where the plane 
went down. 

A reporter from the Mon¬ 
tana Standard newspaper 
cited local emergency offi¬ 
cials as saying the plane 
was carrying a group of 
young children en route to 
a ski vacation in Bozeman, 
Mont., southeast of the 
crash site and about 50 
miles north of Yellowstone 
National Park. 


The plane 

• The plane was a single¬ 
engine turboprop Pilatus 
PC12. 

• It crashed about 500 feet 
from the airport while at¬ 
tempting to land and burst 
into flames. 

FAA spokesman Mike Fer¬ 
gus put the preliminary 
death toll from the crash at 
17 people. He said there was 
no indication of any sur¬ 
vivors on the plane, nor of 
casualties on the ground. 

Fergus said authorities on 
the scene had reported to 
the FAA that a number of 
children were on the plane. 

A Los Angeles-based FAA 
official said the plane had 
taken off from the northern 
California town of Oroville 
and crashed on final ap¬ 
proach at the airport in 
Butte.

We have 
backpedalled on our ratifi¬ 
cation of the Kyoto Proto¬ 
col and now with a new 
forward-thinking adminis¬ 
tration in the U.S. we face 
the prospect of trailing be¬ 
hind even that traditional 
digger-in of heels on cli¬ 
mate change, the U.S. of 
A. 

We need to decide if we 
are serious about combat¬ 
ing climate change. Are we 
just participating in Earth 
Hour for the “cool” factor 


because it’s endorsed by 
celebrities, we like free 
concerts and lighting can¬ 
dles is fun anyway? Or are 
we willing to put resources 
into sustainable energy 
generation and into help¬ 
ing existing industries cut 
their carbon outputs? 
Meeting our Kyoto obliga¬ 
tions is not going to be 
painless. Are we willing to 
deal with the pain? 

Most importantly, are 
we willing to tell Ottawa 
that in spite of all our eco¬ 
nomic woes, we still care 
about climate change and 
about the environment 
and that we will not accept 
them turning their backs 
on it. 

Or will we just turn the 
lights back on at 9:30 on 
March 28 and go about our 
lives?

I t’s called Old Man Pow¬ 
er. Hall-of-fame pitcher 
Nolan Ryan showed 
some in 1993 when he 
slapped around Robin 
Ventura. George Foreman 
did likewise in 1994 when 
he knocked out Michael 
Moorer to win the IBF and 
WBC heavyweight boxing 
titles. Dwayne Roloson is 
doing the 
same thing 
now with the 
Edmonton 
Oilers. 

The 39- 
year-old goal- 
tender has 
defied his 
birth certifi¬ 
cate by back- 
stopping the Oilers stretch 
drive charge to the play¬ 
offs. 

A 5-4 shootout win in 
Chicago Friday was his 
27th consecutive start, a 
stretch in which he’d fash¬ 
ioned a record of 13-8-6 
with a 2.77 goals-against 
average.

rchitecture critics 
marvel at the look 
of the new Rich¬ 
mond Olympic 
Oval. But the 
speedskaters who whip 
around the corners and 
look up at the clock to 


check their time only care 
about one thing: The ice. 

And that’s the responsi¬ 
bility of Mark Messer. He’s 
the chief plant manager 
and ice and facility special¬ 
ist for the Olympic Oval in 
Calgary, and is helping out 
at the new B.C. venue too. 

The 48-year-old helped 
design some of the techni¬ 
cal aspects of the new facili¬ 
ty and will monitor the ice 
during next year’s 
Olympics. It’ll be his fourth 
Olympics — he spent 40 
days straight in Turin in 
2006. 


Originally from 

Saskatchewan, Messer grew 
up in Calgary a mechanical¬ 
ly minded kid. He did an ap¬ 
prenticeship as a heavy-du¬ 
ty mechanic but was laid off 
from his job in 1982 when 
the construction market 
dried up. 

He was hired by the Sad- 
dledome when it opened in 
1983 and learned on the job 
how to make ice for the Cal¬ 
gary Flames. He went to the 
Olympic Oval when it 
opened in 1987 and learned 
about speedskating. 

Over the years, he took 


courses on refrigeration 
and ice-making equipment. 
Five years ago, he got pro¬ 
moted into his current posi¬ 
tion. 

“To be good at this job, 
you have to have an open 
mind, be creative and open 
to new things,” says Messer. 
He’s questioned some tradi¬ 
tional ice-malcing tech¬ 
niques and his experiments 
have led to numerous new 
ways to make fast, clean, 
smooth ice for both speed 
skaters and hockey players 
(his facility has a long-track 
oval and two international
